After almost eleven months of 
war we most all admit to a re¬ 
shuffling of our original opinions 
regarding the conduct of it. Dur¬ 
ing this period one thing has be¬ 
come incrcasinglv prominent, and 
that IS that tbe lion’s share of the 
burden, after all, ia lo fall oo the 
shoulders of Great Britain. 

At the ontict Britain look prac¬ 
tically tbe entire charge of tbe 
seas and has reduced tbe German 
fleet to a stage where it is never 
mentioned. On land her position 
was different. Starting in the 
campaign she sent a small draft of 
men, comparatively a mere hand- 
(nl, to the aid of her Allies in tbe 
west. Since then France and Bel¬ 
gium have put their whole fight-1 
ing weight into tbe line. Great 
Britain meanwhile has been send¬ 
ing fresh drafts of troops from the 
British Isles and the diflercot parts 
oo tbe Empire have each made 
their contribntion. 

Tbe Empire, then is the oolv 
practicable sonree from which 
fresh men will in tbe future be 
derived, and the recent statement 
of Premier Asqnitb that there will 
be 3,200,000 men as the contribu¬ 
tion to the present needs speaks 
volumes for the men who can re¬ 
spond to a voluntary call and tbe 
countries prodneing those men. 

But there is also another side 
which gon to show thal Grest Brit¬ 
ain is bearing tbe greater part of 
the burden and that is tbe financial 
side. Richer than any of her allies 
she is helping them materially in 
financing their part of the war. 
The money that Great Britain has 
been able to raise for the war baa 
beaten all conceptions of her artalth, 
and readineaa for sacrifice and goes 
far to show that where there is a 
will there ii a way, when it comes 
to winning the greatest war in his¬ 
tory. 

The amount of contributions given 
in men and money by the British 
Empire has been no amall factor in 
turning th: scale in Italy and will 
carry great weight with tbe Balkans 
in the near fntnre.

Becosdly, with the axcepttoo of the 
cUy bait In Northern Onurlo. there Is 
so part of ‘*tha Canadian ahleld** 
which can support more than a very 
sparse farming ropulailoo or la which 
farming can ba made a really profit¬ 
able Industry. The recent report of 
the coMmlssloa of conservation on the 
condition of Hio farming oommuniiy 
on tha southern margin of "the 
shield’*—on the wntersh^ of the 
Trent canal la Southern Ontario, 
shows a state of affairs long recognis¬ 
ed by those familiar with tha Lauren- 
ilan country. * 

Thirdly, the aren of arable land In 
British Columbia, ns compared with 
ths sUe of tha province, la quite 
small. ' ^ 

Thera are only »wo great areas of 
land capable of coatlnuous cultlvaiion 
throughout their entire extent aod of 
thus aupportlng a large agrUultural 
population. The first of these Is the 
plain lying between the southern mar¬ 
gin of ‘the Cnnadtan shield** and t:ts 
boundary line of lb# United Stales :d 
Q uebec sad Ootaiio, extending from 
the hniy or mounlnlnous district of 
tho Appalachian folding in eastern 
Quebec to the Orest Lnles. Tbe sec¬ 
ond U Ibe eout’jern portion of iho 
plains in the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saakaicbtwsn nod enai-'ni Alberts. 
These. In referiiog to the physio¬ 
graphic dirlslona of Canada, were 
classed together ns tbe Great Plain 
of Central Canada. 

Many of tha estimates which have 
been made of tbe amount of land 
which la suitable for farming lo the 
Domlslon are undoubtedly loo high. 
A recent wrltsr baa stated that “a 
conservative and easily grasped aUte* 
meat Is that tha farm lands of Can¬ 
ada would fill a strip of country the 
width of France and 3.000 mltss 
long.** Canada la 3.000 miles across 
from ocean to ocean and (■'ranee 400 
miles wide. This would give to the 
farming land of the Dominion an area 
of 1.200,000 Square miles If anyone 
who la well acquainted with Canada 
will draw a line parallel toihe aouth* 
ern boundary of Canada but 400 miles 
distant from It, he will find that there 
Is not very much farming land to tbe 
north of Ible line, while there are vail 
tracts of country on which we would 
be very eorry to be obliged to engege 
In firming to the oulb of U. 

Another authority states that the 
aren of land which Is used for famllcg 
and grasing purposes in tbe Domin¬ 
ion at the preeeot time may be aei 
down at lo.ooo.ooo acrce and that a 
coneervallve eetimatc would make the 
area available for these purposes six 
times as great, that Is to sey, 300.000,- 
000 acres or about 470.000 square 
miles. This smaller estimate, which 
Includes not only fanning but grasing 
land. It probably too low but nearer 
tbe truth. 

We do not require, however, to re¬ 
sort to exaggerallon to convey an ado* 
quote Impression of our Immense 
wealth In agricultural lands We cer¬ 
tainly have In Canada abundant land 
to aoppon a population of m:;ny mil¬ 
lions—a people who will be not only 
numsroue but who should have that 
sturdy manhood whicn has always 
characterised the populations of nonb* 
ern countries.

Ndw York orders for muni¬ 
cipal pureliaaea loul 9L’2.009 worth 
of gooda each year sod found that 
there was much duplication and 
w.iste. some of the depertments pay 
log retail prices for the eeme gooda 
as were purchased whole idle by oth¬ 
ers Under the C.P.R. aystem every¬ 
thing la eenirnllted eo as to cut out 
the poealbilUy of duplication either In 
purchase or payment of goods, while 
(he terms are naiorslly all the more 
In favor of (he ral.way. New York 
City eeot a aptclml inveatlgator round 
(he Coatlneat to study methode of 
piirchaelDg auppliet. aod he decided 
that the C.P R. system wee **tha 
best for efftclency end saving." This 
waa naturally the source of muck 
gratlAcalloo to Sir Thomaa Sbaugb* 
neaay. who waa bimaelf at one Ubj 
purchaelng ageol for tbe C.P.R., and 
established the present system. ’Tbo 
New York expert Inveattotor has 
been busy e^er skict answering let¬ 
ters from other American municipali¬ 
ties. They pour In at ths rate of 
about a hundred a week, all wanting 
to know about (he C.P.R. and iu 
model purchasing department, with, a 
view to (he adopting of almllar meth¬ 
ods to other cities. It hss been cal- 
culatsd that tbe adoption of C.P.R. 
methods by American dtles baa saved 
Uncle Bam a waste of over a blllljo 
dollars.

Hew Oermene Use Herrible Methed In 
Attack 

Philip OIbbe. writing la the Lon¬ 
don Dally C^roalctc. thus deecribea 
the uae of "liquid fire" by ike Qer- 


front. In the Argonoe. confirms the 
fact that the enem.- hre adopted (he 
new end horrible method of elUck- 
Ing irencbea by drenching them with 
SB loftaumatory liquid. 

A detailed narrative of tbe first 
attack by liquid fire was given by 
one of the less seriouely burnt sold- 
lere. “It • se yesterday evening.’* he 
said. “Just as alght fell, that It hap¬ 
pened. Tbe day had been fairly calm 
and nothing forewarned ut, as le 
ueual. of a Oermao attack. 

“Suddtnl. one of our comrades 
shouted, ‘Hullo, what U (hie coming 
down on ua Anyoue would think it 
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petroleum The Germans pumped 
It on ue by mesne of a hose, per¬ 
haps specially mad* for the purpoea 

“The eub-lleutec* nt who com- 
maaded us made ue puf out our 
pipes. But IL was a ueelcee precau¬ 
tion. for a (ayr aeconde later Incen¬ 
diary bomb#'Wgan to rain down up¬ 
on ua The whole trench Immedlalo- 
ly burst inlo flame, and In order to 
complete their bsrlmrous work thoce 
baodUa took advantage of. our dlv- 
turtance by advancing on tbe trench 
end throwing burning torches Into 
It. 

"None of us escaped this torrent 
of fire. Our clothes were soaked 
with petroleum, and we were soon 
esvelopod lo flames, and forced to 
abandon our position. But we wait¬ 
ed. severlheleee. u til our comrad-s 
In tbe second line of (renchee wore 
ready to defend themselves from the 
German attack which developed a 
few minutes later. 

The throwers of the deadly In¬ 
flammatory liquid expiated (heir 
crime quickly end thoroughly, ths 
French soMlere' ardor being Increae- 
ed tenfold by the deaire for revenge, 
and their counter charge with bayo¬ 
nets caused terrible havoc In the tn 
emy'a raoka. *

The Domloioa govemmeat is taking 
active siepe (o encourage Ue growiag 
of flax la Canada aad to fully alive 
to the importance of tho linen Indoa- 
try. to the announcement cootninod 
lo n letter addreesed to the Saskatoon 
board of trads by Sir George E. Fos¬ 
ter. minister of (fade and commerce 

*1 oote what you say,** wrllaa Mr. 
Foster, ‘*wltb reference to flax fibre 
and Its general ecarclty. and a good 
deal of sttentloa has been paid to this 
mstter by >my owa department, aa 
well as the mialalar of agriculture. 

“The real difficulty to la the prepar- 
atlon of the fibre after tl la grown. 
*rbe labor costs, under preeeat coadl- 
(loas of preparing the fibre for after 
processes make It very difficult. If aot 
impossible, lo carry on the Industry 
In the west. If It turns out that by 
means of mechanical proceseee now 
being evperlmented with, the coet of 
labor esu be greatly reduced, then tbt 
problem will be largely solved, ^rtl- 
colarly so long as the present high 
prices nre malauined, qr kept In any 
way aearly aqual to the preeeat level. 

**A Scotch dealer aad worker la flax 
hae been for several ffloaths In On- 
Urlo. and has been making Inquiry 
and maturing plans for bringing Into 
our country ths process which has 
been uxed formerly In Belgium, and 
be has mada some progreee la his 
plans. 

“There are two or three other la- 
ventlOQs which ard attll In the experi¬ 
mental etage, though said lo bd prom¬ 
ising. If any of these prove eacceea 
fuJ. much of the difficulty la the way 
at present wUI be removed. Then, 
again, 1 am told that care will have 
to be taken, both as to ths quality 
of the seed and also at to the condi¬ 
tions of cultivation. In 'this respset, 
the minister of sgrlculture proposes 
this ytsr to make experimenta on 
some of the western farms, and this. 
1 think, is probably all that can be 
done (or the present season.** . 

The commlaeloner Is Uking (he 
matter up with the minister of sgii- 
culture, and has notified Hon. Martin 
Burrell that there are several farm 
era la this dialrlct wno are wllliog to 
plaot a small acreage for expeclmeal- 
al purpoeee. provided they have some 
assurance of a reasonable return for 
their prc^uct.—teskatoon Star.

Gaston Alphaud. of tbe Paiia

ates Id Lhe Tnlted States havs kept 
an snoual ccasas of tbe Germans in 
ths United SUtes showing what each 
possessed and earned and enabling 
ths Oermsn government to levy a 
war lax on them Thlb tek was ten 
per cent, of wsgee and lacome. 

These contributloDB amounted te 
over 300,000,000 francs In August 
and Septt.Aber, and never have fallen 
below three million f:&nce monthly 
since. Dr. Deraburg also otganixed 
s syndicats of ba:)ks which ware 
also pro-Qermsa. through which hs 
tried to exert pressure upon thoee la 
touch with life gov^rnmeal aad upon 
*riet:.*.>cra of tbe government them¬ 
selves. Several statesmen notified 
Dr r.'rnburg that Ms show ot (rlead- 
ship waa Jlstastefcl to them. Since 
(ben tbe attitude of both Dr. Dern- 
burf . nd Count Von Bernstorff to¬ 
wn I v.'.*ahlttgtoa was marked by men¬ 
ace*. abruptness, and tatlmldatlon. 
thereby earolng (or them the grati¬ 
tude of FTance. since their conduct 
had been the best possible propaganda 
(or tbe allies. 

Csnads can put Qcnaans In tbe 
Dominion Into concentration camps, 
bat she to unable to se!xe their 
wealth, whicb, as a result of a warn 
log sent by wireless from Berlin to 
Dr. Dernbitrg was transferred to 
United SUtes banks on July 14, ten 
days before tbe beginning of the 
war.
